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Jackie Regrets 
Interview Given 
On JFK's Death 

CHICAGO CAP) — “Highly 
1 personal and poignant recollec- 
tions” by Mrs. John F. Kennedy 
are the crux of a struggle, the 
Chicago Daily News says, over 
contents of a book on the assas- 
sination of President Kennedy 
to be published in March. 

A story by Peter Lisagor, Dai- 
ly News Washington bureau 
chief, said the family 'of the late 
president “is engaged in a 
strange and bitter struggle to 
delete” the recollections from 
“The Death of a ‘President” 
written by William Manchester. 

Lisagor’s story quoted one 
person who read the manuscript 
as saying, “Jackie now regrets 
having poured out her soul to 
Manchester as if he were a psy- 
chiatrist.” The weekend story 
said: 

“The manuscript is under- 
stood to contain hitherto unpub- 
lished material involving Presi- 
j dent Johnson and the Kennedys 
in the immediate aftermath of 
! the assassination in Dallas on 
Nov. 22, 1963. 

“These details are likely to 
increase • existing tension be- 
tween Mr. Johnson and the Ken- 
nedy clan according to those 
familiar with the Manchester 
work.” 

The author and the editors, 
Lisagor said, “have been main- 
ly caught up in the anguish of 
Mrs. Kennedy over some of the 
disclosures in the 350,900-word 
manuscript. They are said to ' 
include some of her innermost t 
thoughts and emotional atti- r 
tudes at the time of the tragedy, t 
which she doesn’t want pub- 1 
i lished.”
